The body was recovered 12 minutes 
later. Artificial respiration was ap- 
plied for over nn hour by Dr. H. F. 
Beobe and Dr. W. W. Warrlner, but 
to no avail. 

Father Witnesses Fall 
Young Klemmo had been staying 
at Voltz lake since June 10. in an ef- 
fort to recover from numerous faint- 
ing spells which hindered him in his 
work. 

He had risen as usual Tuesday. I 
eaten his breakfast, and gone down' 
to the pier, which Is about 30 feet 
from the cottage. 

Stepping Into a rowboat which w*as 
tied to tho pier, young Klemmo sat 
down. He had been sitting there 
alono for some time when his father 
walked out on tho porch ot the cot- 
tage. Just as he happened to glance 
at tho boat, ho saw his son topple 
over, backwards Into tho water. He 
ran to tho scene but the youth had 
sunk in the 10 feet depth, and the 
father was unable to swim. 

Tho body was brought to the sur- 
face within a few minutes by tho aid 
of draghooks. A call was brought in 
to the Antioch Volunteer Firo Bopart- 
mont. believing that the boy could be 
saved by a pulmotor, but all efforts

Klemme was a successful fioriat 
from Chicago, having spent much 
time during tho last tow years with 
the leading fioral companies. He was 
said to be well acquainted with the 
details of his business, and to be 
making unusual progress. 

As his fainting spells wore proving 
to be such a handicap In his buslneas. 
ho decided to come to Voltz lake with 
his family for tho summer, In an at- 
tepmt to recover. His condition had 
been Improving. 

Call Coroner 
His mother and father and two 
sisters and two brothers, June, Vera, 
Earl and Lemuel, survive him. 

He was born In Chicago on Nov. 8. 
1909. and had spent nearly all of his 
life In and about Chicago. t 

Coroner A. B. Schmltz went to the 
flceno immediately after the call of 
the drowning had reached the office 
of tho sheriff. Ho was accompaulod 
by Deputy Sheriff Milton La Vlolette.

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The Crime of Eugene Aram 

THE nmnlor committed by Eugenfl 
Aram— and perpetuated In Uood'a 
Imllnd. 'The Dream of Eugene Aram" 
and Bulwer Lyiton's romance, "I-:ngeno 
Aram"— was romnrkahio not only on 
account of the unusuni attainments of 
the criminal who was one of the lead- 
ing llngultttH of Ills time, but also be* 
cause of tho fiict tlnit no evidence of 
the nnirder was ndduced for fourteen 
yenra after the crime was connulttcd. 
Eugene Aritm wits a sclf-tauglit 
genius. lie had received only a 
seamy education from his parents but 
by dint of the most persevering en- 
ergy, ho secured an excellent knowl- 
edge of mathematics nnd an extensive 
acquaintance with Latin and Greek, ns 
well as with the Hebrew and Chaldean 
langimgos. Ho taught Latin and writ- 
ing at a school In London nnd was 
afterwards employed as u.«?her and as- 
sistant to Ilev. Anthony Hlnton at his 
boarding school In Middlesex,

Want Scientific Study 

of Saint Kilda Island 

Saint Klldn, the wave-beaten Islet, 
which Is the outermost of the Hebrides 
off the western coast of Scotland, Is 
to be abandoned forever by the dwin- 
dling remnant of Us InbabUants, who 
win be moved to the mainland nnd 
provided with Jobs by officials of tho 
Scottish government. Meanwhile, Brit- 
ish naturalists and medical men are 
Insisting on a sclentlflc study of many 
interesting points In the natural h s- 
tory of this remote Island before the 
nnal evacuation destroys valuable 

data. „ , , 

Saint Kllda la but two miles wide 
nnd three miles long. A century ago 
It supported nearly two hundred In- 
habitants. Now there are but thirty- 
six During eight or nine months of 
the winter tbo gales of tho North At- 
lantlc ocean beat against the Islands 
rocky shores so violently that It la Im- 
possible to land any kind of a boat. 
Until the advent of radio the inlmbl- 
tants of Saint Kiirta were completely 
out of touch with tho world for more 
than half of each year. 

Before tho formulation of the germ 
theory of disease Saint Kllda provided 
n famous medical mysterj-. It was 
noted that Immediately after the ar- 
rival of the first vessel in the spring 
virtually all the inhabitants of the Is- 
land caught cold. During the winter s 
Nolntion, medical men now know most 
of tho cold germs had died and ho s- 
landers had lost their Immunity to this 
germ. Tbo spring's first landing of 
I persons from the outside world brought 
a new supply of these germs which the 
bodlJs of the Islanders were unable 



to repel. , . 

The partial Isolation of the remote 
Island has created many other unusual 
conditions and balances of Ufe. 
urallsts maintain, which should be 
studied and recorded while the island 
Is still Inhabited.

UK Kurds, who have revolted 
along the Turkish-Persian bor- 
der and against whom large 
Turkish forces have been oper- 
ating near famous Mount Ararat, have 
been nghtlng periodically against the 
established states of Asia Minor for 
thousands of years. Always their 
favorite method of strife has been 
guerrilla warfare. They have been 
historic marauders, but perhaps they 
have every reason, so far as environ- 
ment Is concerned, to lend such Uvea. 
State after state has struck against 
them with forces more powerful than 
any they could raise. 

The days of Assyrian power In 
Mesopotamia seem pretty far back 
toward the beginnings of history. 
Records of that empire show Umt 
time nnd again Its soldiers were sent 
Into the rough country around the 
headwaters of the great rivers to sub- 
due the mountaineers— ancestort of 
the Kurds— who harried Assyria's out- I 
lying settlements. These same moun- | 
tolncers fought the Armenians when 
tho latter came Into the region be- 
tween 1.000 and GOO B. C. 

When Xenophon retreated from 
Asia Minor In 401 B. a the Kurds 
(then called tlie CarduchI) attacked 
his 10,000 Greeks, rolling great stones 
down on them from cliffs and moun- 
tains. They fought continually against 
the Bagdad caliphs. Since tho Turks 
rose to power In Asia Minor the 
Kurds have fought them repeate<lly; 
In fact, the Turks never established 
any considerable measure of control 
over tlieso fierce, frccdom-loving blgh- 
landers. 

Since tho World war the European 
tcrritorj' of Turkey has been negli- 
gible. Tlio country has consisted al- 
most solely of the big. fat peninsula 
lying between the Black sea on the 
north nnd tho eastern arm of the 
Mediterranean on the south, and an 
extension to the east about as broad 
OS tho Asia Minor peninsula, reaching 
roughly half way from the Black soa 
to the Caspian. The southern half of 
this eastern extension— the southeast- 
ern corner of postwar Turkey— Is 
what Is loosely called Kurdistan. The 
other half of the eastern extension. 
Immediately north of Kurdistan, was 
once Turkish Armenia. 

Kurdish Sphere Is Large. 
Kow that tens of thousands of tbo 
Armenian residents have been driven 
across tbo Busalan border, while other 
tens of thousands have perished, the 
region hardly deserves the old name. 
The Kurdish population was always 
high In Turkish Armenia; now It Is 
proportionately- much greater. The 
whole eastern end of present Turkey, 
constituting almost a third of the 
territory of the country, therefore, 
may roughly bo considered the Kurd- 
ish sphere of influence. It Is In the 
northeast corner of Turkey that the 
Kurds have recently been most active. 
Geographic and political nnd eco 



lowlands by the Armenian Invasion 
and from others by the later arriving 
Turks, 

Some Recent Havolti. 
Even the fairly recent regime of 
Kemnl Pasha has had several Kurdish 
revolts on lU hands. There was a 
sporadic uprising In 1020; and In 1923 
the tribesmen made an unsuccessful 
effort to set up their own government. 
The scrapping of tlie caliphate at Con- 
stantinople aroused them and nearly 
every clmnge In old Moslem customs 
has irritated them. Uevolt after re- 
volt has been quelled but as soon as 
the Kurd replenishes his forces and 
supplies, be Is ready to attack again. 
Tlie Kurd farmers of the Iraq plains 
arc more prosperous than the tribes- 
men of the bill country. Travelers 
climb the trails of Kurdistan for miles 
without seeing a village. When one 
does nppear, It Is usually situated In 
a well protected spot. Houses are 
placed without regard to building line 
and a i)Ird's-eye view of a village re- 
veals' a iumble of mud and slono 
structures, 

■ " TITcTpeasanfs bouse Is a one-room 
structure which might be mistaken for 
a stable. The tribesmen reserves one 
side of his abode for his animals while 
bis family occupies the other side. 
Kurds Bit on the floor when they rest 
or eat, therefore they do not need 
tables or chairs. 

Tbo trllml chief or headman fares 
better. He has a house for his family 
and a guest house where be lives and 
entertains guests. He Is ofTendcd If a 
traveler does not stay with bim. Once 
the traveler has stopped, he must re- 
main for dinner. The food Is placed 
on tho floor In the center of the din- 
ers. Should n guest stretch his legs 
toward another person, convey food 
to his mouth with his left hand, or 
fondle the dog, his host Is ofTended. 
No knives nnd forks are to be found 
m tho Kurd silver chest hut If a guest 
has diniculty in feeding himself with 
his hands, a spoon will be handed to 
him. Few incals are served that do 
not Include mast (curdled milk) the 
favorite iHsl* of the Kurd. A little 
water mixed with the mast makes 
mastao. the Kurd "national" drink. 
Tho tribesmen like vegetables but sel- 
dom serve meat. . 

They Buy Their Wives. 
Under Jloslem law. the Kurd mn> 
take four wives. Wives are bought. 
BO the peasant usually has only one. 
The chiefs take tho full quota. ^Ylves 
are priced according to their rank. 
The tribesman can get a wife In ex- 
change for a pony or goat, or one 
mav cost tlie equivalent of $2,ri00. The 
woildlng entails a season of merry- 
making In which the whole tribe Jolqs. 
but It takes less thnn a minute to dis- 
solve a union. The man simply says 
"I divorce you" three times and the 
parties are free. 

To the foreigner, the Kurds seem to 

know little else than the "art" of hlgh-

When their Identity was revealed tho 
Kurds went on the front pages and 
frequently have been there sluce. 

Tho presence of Kurds In the Mosul 
region of what Is now northern Iraq 
was a hard diplomatic problem for the 
trcatv drafters to solve after the 
World war. Except In Mosul City, tho 
nopulatlon of this region Is almost 
solidly Kurdish. It is tho odor and 
power of petroleum that In some ways 
dominate all else In this region. What
